I would respectfully call your attention to the fact, that from recent Assays of the Bronze 
planchets, we find the percentage of Tin, to be but two percentum. Section 3515 Revised 
Statutes, determines the alloy 5 percentum of tin and zinc, in such proportions as shall be 
determined by the Director of the Mint. Our practice has been to keep the alloy at three of tin and 
two of zinc, as we consider that alloy to be rather less oxidizable.
